At a meeting of the City Council of 
Charleston, S. C., on. Thursday, a motion 
was made that the report of a committee 
in favor of paying $5,000 to Major Corbin, 
for legal services to the hoard, he adopted, 
and was declared by the Mayor, the pre- 
siding officer, to he passed. Loud calls for 
the yeas and nays were made, and a scene 
of confusion ensued. What followed is 
shown in the following extract from the 
report of the Charleston Courier: 

Alderman E. W. M. Mackey resumed 
the floor, and continued to rebuke the 
Mayor for his illegal conduct, lie alluded 
to the statement of AldermauT. J. Mackey, 
which he hinted was not true. At this T. 
J. Mackey arose, very much exasperated, 
and said: “This fellow only brands me 
with a falsehood, because he owes it* to 
the place he is in that he is not chastised 
as he deserves. ’ 

Alderman F. W. M. Mackey — You need 
not attempt to bully me. I came here to 
fight this robbery, and am not afraid of 
you or of any of the parcel of men who 
are attempting to rob the city of $5,000 to 
pay your.private debts. 

Here Alderman T. J. Mackey said: “I 
will chastise the insolent puppy when he 
leaves this room, and left the room, dar- 
ing his nephew to follow him. 

Alderman F. W. M. Mackey proceeded 
promptly to follow him, when he was in- 
tercepted by several of the Aldermen and 
brought hack to his seat, lie then con- 
tinued to denounce the action of the 
Mayor, aud while he was speaking, Aider- 
man T. J. Mackay, who trimhled from 
rage, returned into the room and ap- 
proached the speaker. As lie entered the 
room Ins pistol belt could he seen outside 
of his vest, which gave rise to the pre- 
sumption that lie had armed himself, lie 
approached Alderman F. W. M. Mackey 
and observing very excitedly, “I will chas- 
tise the fellow, drew a Colt s navy revol- 
ver. and struck at him. The blow was 
waided'off, when he drew back a few paces, 
ocked Ilia pistol and aiming it at Alder- 
man F W . M. Mackey, pulled the trigger. 
The pistol failed to go off, when he 
again cocked it and tired. «This had the 
effect ot producing a speedy adjournment 
of a number of woolly-pated spectators 
who were preseut. In less time than it 
takes to relate it the room was cleared, all 
manner ot people dodged under desks and 
stowed themselves in inconceivably small 
spaces, and as the other shots of the pistol 
followed, the faithful and unfaithful clung 
closer to their impromptu breastworks 
The Mayor “lay down low behind his 
desk, while others took refuge in his room. 

1 he reporters, having been penned up by 
their semicircular desk, were obliged to 
stand the first lire, hut after a while suc- 
ceeded itl beating a masterly retreat to 
the Mayor s room, retiring in good order, 
and bringing off their baggage-wagons — 
that is, their notes. 

Three shots were fired by Alderman T. 
J. Mackey, during which Alderman F. W. 
M. Mackey drew his pistol, hut did not 
fire. After firing the first shot, Alderman 
T. J. Mackey was seized by two colored 
aldermen and held, but succeeded in firing 
three shots, one of which struck and per- 
forated the aldermau s desk, one went 
through the east window, and the third 
struck the wall immediately above the 
desk of the Mayor. After a while quiet 
was restored, the members returned and 
the Mayor called the meeting to order. 
Alderman T. J. Mackey entered 
the room and said: “Mr. Mayor 

and gentlemen, 1 have come here for 
the purpose of expressing my deep sor- 
row at the act which I was betrayed into 
committing u few moments ago. 1 am 
prepared to laj’ before this council certifi- 
cates from two physicians that I have been 
suffering from a fractured jaw for several 
days, and this afternoon took a large dose 
of morphine. 1 was not sensible of my 
actions when goaded on by what I thought 
an attempt to take my life 1 was tempted 
to peril the life of a kinsman, by 'whose 
bullet I would rather he slain than to harm 
a hair of his head. 1 make this apology 
not knowing whether I shall he here at 
this hoard again. J deem it due to this 
council and to the public to show that 1 
am not a ruffian and assassin.” He then 
retired.

Blackstone speaks of 
this law in the fourth book of liis com- 
mentaries. page old, and calls the price 
that was paid for taking human life irtre- 
e/if'L In the Saxon laws, in the time of 
King Athelstaue, was fixed the wereyild 
for each rank of life. If the King was 
killed, his destroyer had to pay to the royal 
family do, 000 thrysmas — the thrysma be- 
ing about twenty-live cents of our money. 
The price of a prince s head was half that 
sum. That of a bishop was H,000, a 
sheriff 4,000 aud a clergyman 2,000. If a 
peasant was killed, lii» wife could demand 
2**0 thrysmas for his life, and the party 
that had killed him was compelled to pay 
it. 

It thus seems that by the old common 
law of England whoever caused the death 
of bis fellow man had to pay for the life 
lie took. Nor was tbis the naked law 
without a remedy. The courts of tbe 
realm were open for suits to be brought 
to compel the payment of the icetcgilds. 
The old common law action ot appeal 
was the remedy afforded every wife whose 
husband had been killed, Sind every male j 
heir whose ancestor Lad thus been stricken ; 
down. The action was prosecuted, aud t 
the slayer compelled to pay the money to 
th<* wife or the heir — even the king could ! 
not pardon the culprit nor remit the pay- 1 
ment of the wereyild. 

That we say w..s the old common law of ; 
England: and the right of action for 

death did not at the time v. <* speak of die 
with the party kiilod. It was the refine- 
ment of a later ag. which not only did 
away with the common law right of the 
wife to sue for compensation for her slain 
husband, but which merged the private 
right of action, or rather suspended this 
remedy in the right of the State to punish 
by indictment, 4c. In the reign of 
George III an act of Parliament abolished 
the old common law action of appeal, and 
that put au end to the law of wereyild, or 
payment to the wife and heir for the hus- 
band and Gather slain. 

It may well be questioned, however, 
whether the doing away with the ancient 
ucrcyild was wise. There has been a ter- 
rible recklessness of life among those who 
think the victims of their carelessness can 
bring no action against them. Many men 
irho would not murder will yet be guilty of j

The vote yesterday will not perhaps 
save the State from the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment: for that curse has already gotten 
int<* the State department at Washington 
in such a shape that trickery can count 
New York for it.

That the Newspapers Saj of It. 



New York. November 3. 
The World says that in this State the 
"democratic State ticket appears to have 
«en elected by a majority of at least ten 
housand. In most every county there 
re reports of Radical losses as compared 
with the vote for Grant. 

General Sigel ran ahead of his ticket in 
his and other large cities, and his total 
ote will probably exceed that cast for 
dr. Greeley or any other candidate on the 
tadieal ticket. 

At this writing, three o'clock a. m., the 
.democrats appear to have secured a ma- 
ority in each branch of the State Legis- 
ature, though full returns may record a 
majority in the Senate to the Radicals. 

The Herald says the returns of the State 
ndieate the success of the Democratic 
; tate ticket, but the Republicans have a 
vorking majority in the Legislature. The 
>emocrats lost heavily in the city, but the 
republicans lost heavily throughout the 
tate. The election has gone by default 
n a short vote, after the fashion of the 
ictober elections. In this city the vote 
is compared with last year. shows a Demo- 
rat ic lo>s of over 23.000, and a deficiency 
a the aggregate vote of nearly 10,000. To 
urn up the general results in the State, 
here will signify practically little or 
.othing without a change in the Legisla- 
te, which, according to our latest re- 
ams. appears to be more stongly Repub- 
can on joint ballot than the last. 

The Tribune says that shameless and 
tinning frauds have again defeated the 
Republicans in the general vote in the 
•tate. The vote polled here yesterday by 
^pr-aters cannot have fallen below 20.000. 
Vhile we have a handsome majority in 
ie Assembly, we fear the Senate has been 
>st by fraudulent votes and unworthy 
rangles among Republicans in -certain 
>calities. 

The T imes says the Republicans have 
ained 20,000 in the city, but reports the 
ounties as badly returned. The Demo- 
atic State ticket has probably carried 
ie day entire. The efforts of the Demo- 
atic leaders appear to have been chiefly 
rected to revsrsing the control of the 
rate Senate and the election of a majori- 
v of Assemblymen, more especially the 
rmer, with the purpose of bringing the 
enate in accord with Gov. Hoffman.

A day or two since we learned from a gentie-. 
man of Xew York city, a few facts relative to Mr. 
Bullaru, who is now exhibiting here his Panor- 
ama of N aw York City, which at the time they 
were related very much interested us, and we have 
no doubt they will iuterest all who have struggled 
and are struggling with poverty. Mr. Bullard 
is a native of the town of Ilowurd, Steuben coun- 
ty, X. Y. His father was a farmer, and young 
Bullard remained at home and worked on the 
farm until he was 14 years of age, at which time 
his father declared lie was “too lazy” to make 
a farmer. When he ought (as the father thougnu 
to be at work on the farm he was cutting out ol 
shingles tiie portraits of every boy and girl in tile 
neighborhood. The father not being able to cor- 
trol tiie bent of the boy’s mind, put liim with Au 
gustus A. Olmstead, Eso., of his native town, to 
learn the trade of sign painting, lie remained w itu 
Mr. Olmstead seven years, till lie became twenty- 
one years of age. After completing his trade with 
Mr. Olmstead he painted some twenty portraits ol 
dill-rent individuals living in Ilowurd. For 
painting .liese portraits lie received some $2.> 
Witli this unount of money lie started for New 
York city. 

lie had expected to find the Xatioual Academy 
ol Design opeu on Exhibition, and to see the paint- 
ings aud become acquainted with the artists, and 
to find, if possible, some one to instruct him in 
his favorite art. lie arrived there, and found 
the exhibition closed, which very much disap- 
pointed him. lie roved around the great city a 
day or two, and was unable to find any artist to 
instruct or eucourageliiui and his purse becoming 
very low, he went to Hartford, Conn., in the 
vicinity of which place lie hud friends. He re- 
mained in 1 hut ford one year, receiving instruc- 
tions in his art from an artist by the name of Hew- 
ms. After leaving Mr. liewius he went into the 
country from Hartford, and painted portraits, aud 
realized money enough to pay the debts lie had 
contracted in Hartford, for board, &c. During 
the year he was in Hartford, such wasfcis extrema 
poverty that lie attended church but six times, 
because he had not clothes to wear that were suit- 
able. Alter meeting with various reverses of for- 
tune, he rcturnedto Howard in lt?41, and was mar- 
ried to Miss Augeline A. Olmstead. a daughter 
ol tiie gentleman of whom he learned the trade ol 
a sign painter. F'rom 1841 to 1813, he was in va- 
rious parts ot the Union engaged in painting por- 
traits. F rom 1813 to 184ti, lie was a resident ol 
New York city, and at work at his art, receiving 
i ust ructions, aud continually improving, until 
now lie is “at least” a prominent artist. 

In 184’i he conceived the idea of painting his 
great work, tin- Panorama of New York City, and 
lound a noble-hearted Englishman, George Doel, 
who furnished the means to go on with the paint- 
ing. Mr. Bullard anil from three to seven men 
were engaged in this great work four years; Mr. 
Doe-1 promptly paid tiie lulls as they became due 
—in all $i;»,ooo. The painting was completed on 
tlu- 1st day of November.

Tiie Mcih-niicb .Nnbre l)rte!-The Vic- 
tory of l«IUMl«C". 

Prince Metternich, the Austrian Am- 
l»ii8sa(|'jr ;it Par’s, rtuunll.v fought a duel 
with Count de Benumont. a French noble- 
man. '1 ho Prince received the rhallenjie. 
Not long ng. JL ne Beaumont discovered 
a number of letters in his wife boudoir. 
Their contents displeased hitn. The 
authors wore men of rank and distinction. 
Prince M ttornicli vus one oi them. 
Count de Beaumont answered the letters 
with his own hand, and the answers were 
challenges to light. 

The duel was fought on an island in the 
Rhine, near Strasbourg, belonging io the 
grand duchy of Baden. 1 he luiddlcof the 
forenoon was the time elms.- n lor the en- 
counter. Prime Metternich had the 
choice of weapons, and selected the saber, 
as he has been a cavalry officer, and there- 
fore is tamihar with its use. His antago- 
nist, though a good swordsman with the 
rapier, which wounds only by thrusts, did 
not so well understand theuseof the saber, 
which is mainly a cutting weapon. 

^ lion the light began, Bcuuiuont, ignor- 
ant ot the usages of the saber-combat, 
rushed on the Prince with the point of his 
sword, just as though it w, re a rapier. 
His antagonist was astounded at the nov- 
elty of this attack. He forgot himself for 
the instant, l he Count closed upon him, 
and pierced his right arm above the elbow 
completely through. The artery was sev- 
ered, and blood gushed from the wound in 
streams. '1 lie Prince turned deadly pale, 
hut retained his self-command sufficiently 
to return the Count’s salute, as required 
by the duelling code. Neither of the ad- 
venturers spoke a word. The Prince was 
taken to a neighboring chateau, and for 
several hours was insensible, so that it was 
feared that ho would die. He was better 
at the latest advices. 

1 his is the third duel fought in conse- 
quence of the letters to the Countess dc 
Beaumont. Her husband first fought 
Viscount Ilallcy-Olaj amle, and severely 
wounded him. The Viscount, shortly af- 
ter his escape from death at the hands of 
M. de Beaumont, was nearly killed by a 
kind of foot poisoi ing, occasioned by 
wearing red silk slippers. A second duel 
was tought by M. de Beaumont's younger 
brother and another of theoffendirg letter- 
writers, who was badly wounded. The 
Metternich duel is the lust, up to the pres- 
ent time; hut Count de Beaumont has 
appointments to fight two other gentlemen, 
while many others remain tobe challenged. 

Prince Metternich is a favorite in Paris 
society, and the duel has excited much in- 
terest. It is singular that lie should have 
been wounded through the ignorance of 
lus opponent. Count do Beaumont, though 
uuinstritcted in the saber c-xereise, was 
successful; it lie had known more about 
the usual method of lighting, he might 
have been defeated. 

I he Paris Figaro says that it is one of ' 
the conditions of M. de Beaumont’s chal- 
lenges that the duels shall continually be 
renewed as soon as the wounded recover 
until one of the two is killed. 

These gentlemen should come to New 
York and light mit the Hon. Horace 
Gree’ey.

In the last number of the Mutes’ Chron- 
icle, published at the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum in this city, Superintendent Fay 
has the following interesting account of 
one of the pupils, named William E. Mori- 
fier: 

“Ibis pupil, in his misfortune, illus- 
trates the intimate connection between the 
senses of seeing and hearing, in their 
origin. Last year, while a pupil at the 
Blind Asylum, he suddenly recovered his 
sight, with a simultaneous loss of hearing 
and power of speech. Accordingly, at the 
opening of this term, he was transferred 
to this institution, and has been in all re- 
spects a genuine deaf mute. Last Sunday 
he was attacked with severe neuralgic pain 
in his head and chest, resulting soon in 
perfect restoration of hearing and the loss 
of sight, without even the power of raising 
the eyelids. His faculty of speech has not 
returned to him, but he communicates by 
the manual alphabet. He still suffers 
considerable pain.” 

Well, uncle, do you see any par- 
ticular difference in neighbor Jim Smith 
since he joined the church?” “Oh, yes,” 
was the reply, “a great difference. Before, 
when he tvent in his garden to work on 
‘ nn 'iay ! he carried his tools on his should- 
ers; now he carries them mider his over- 
coat.

We learn from the Howell Republican 
that Daniel Schemerhorn, of Marion, 
while digging a well for T. Phillips, of 
Genoa, Michigan, on the 1 it h, was buried 
in it when he had reached adepth of about 
forty feet. The soil was of a loose, grav- 
elly, almost sandy, character, and almost 
defied the efforts to reach the unfortunate 
man. Finally, after persistent and labori- 
ous efforts, his body was reached at 1 1 
o’clock on the night of the 14th. He was 
dead, and was probably instantly killed. 
The Republican thus speaks of the strange, 
not to say inhumau, conduct of the man 
Phillips: 

“It is said that when the first effort was 
made to remove Mr. Schemerhorn from 
the well, he made use of the following 
language: 'He’s buried now; fill up the 

hole,’ and when the wife of the unfortu- 
nate man came, he refused to let her come 
into the house, although she carried an 
infant, and she was compelled to go out 
and sit by the fire which had been built 
out of doors; that while she was there, 
Mr. and Mrs. Phillips came out. and Mrs. 
Phillips threw water on the fire and put it 
out; and she remained there until Mr. 
Case took her to his house. Mr. Phillips 
then ordered all off from his pre- 
mises. The men, of course, refused to 
go, and he was led into the house — 
none too gently, we presume. It is also 
stated that he hid his tools, so that 
they could get none of them to use. So 
many of them having to be fed at the 
neighbors, it was necessary to have meat, 
and a gentleman went to him and tried to 
buy a sheep. He refused to sell it; but 
when threatened that they should go and 
get one and pay what it was worth, he and 
his son went out and shot a lamb — a very 
poor one at that — for which he charged 
them a dollar. He refused to sell any 
more, and some of the men helped them- 
selves to chickens as well as sheep. On 
Sunday, seeing the determination of those 
present to prosecute the work, and have 
enough to eat to do it on, he sold five 
sheep, at prices ranging something like 
$2 50 each, and drew some stumps, Ac.
